It is supposed that he was cap- 
tured. The situation otherwise is un- 
changed.’ 

There have no reports of fighting 
near Ladysmith, official or unofficlal, for 
four days, and the British pubiic can only 
wrestie with anxtety.

POLICE UNABLE TO SAVE HER. 


ATTEMPT MADE TO KILL THE 
CHIEF OF POLICE. 


After Firing Two More Bullets Into 
the Body of His Dying Sweetheart

Himself.

Dora Shi- 
rey, nee McDonald, who until recently lived 
at Lagoote, Ind., was shot and killed by 
Joe Enders last nignt through a back door. 

Mrs. Shirey and Enders had been sweet- 
hearts and she had told him she wanted 
nothing further to do with him. She was 
driven home under the protection of the 
Chief of Police, and while the latter was 
at the door cf the house watching for En- 
ders, he slipped up to the door from the 
shadow of a fence and ehot her through the 
breast. Enders attempted to kill Chief 
BRoy er and in the darkness escaped. 

hile nine policemen were looking for 
him he went to the house, and pushing his 
Way to the room of the dying girl, shot 
her twice more through the head, finising 
his bloody work. 

His cartridges being exhausted he again 
disappeared, and after buying a new supply 
returned, and xissing hi@ dead sweetheagt, 
shot himself through the right ear. He re- 
vived in a short time, and reaching for the 
pistol, shoe himself through the temple, 
knocking both eyes out, 

He is still alive, but cannot recover. He 
says that jealousy and whisky caused him 
to kill the woman. 

Enders is a railroad fireman, but was out 
of work. The woman leaves a 2-year-old

Federal Court Will Not Now 
Frevent Chicago’s Plans. 


IT MAY BE OPENED DECEMBER 1 


JUDGE KOHISAAT REFUSES TO 
REMAND THE CASE. 


Ultimate Decision of Authority for the 
Drainage Canal Must Be by the 
Government, He Holds, So 
He Ignores State Courts. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 11.—Judge C. C. Kohl- 


saat in the United States Circuit Court to- 


day rendered an important decision in the 
Drainage Canal case, holding that the Fed- 
eral court has jurisdiction in the, case and 
gefusing to remand it. The Illinois and 
Michigan Canal Commiss‘on had brought 
injunction proceedings against the Sanitary 
District, controlling the Drainage Canal, to 
vrevent the turning of the water of Lake 
Mich! n into the ‘big canal. The Illinois 
and Michigan Canal Commission contended 
that the legai battle should be fought in 
the Circuit Court of Will County, where 
they expected to be able to win. Judge 
Kohisaat’s decision is favorable to the 
Sanitary District. It is now believed that 
the canal will be opened Dec. 1. 

Judge Kohlsaat in his decision says: 

The sole ground of removal by defen- 
dants herein, is that the matter in dispute 
involves the decision of questions arising 
under the laws of the United States. It is 
settled that in order that this case shall 
be removable, it must appear by the bill 
itself that “Some title, right, privilege or 
immunity, on which -the recovery depends, 
will be defeated’by one construction of a 
law of the United States, or sustained by 
the opposite construction’ (Starin vs, New 
York 115, U. S. 48), and if the bill does not 
contain any statements disciosing thts sit- 
uation, the want of them cannot be sup- 
plied in the allegations in the petition for 
removal or in subsequent pleadings. Chap- 
pell vs. Waterworth, 155 U. 8S. 102. 

The gist of the claim of the people of the [ 
State of Lliinois, in the bill herein, is that 
the right has accrued tathem to have the 
Chicago River maintained at its present 
level at the po'tnt where it connects with 
the Illionis and Michigan canal; or, in the 
alternat.ve, that sufficient Water be sup- 
plied to sald canal by such parties as may 
interfere with the present level of said 
viver, to maintain the depth of water in 
the “Summit level’ of said canal at the 
same he'ght that it would be maintained 
by the natural flow of water then in from 
the Chicago River at its present level; and 
the question to be determined on this hear- 
ing is as to whether or not antagonistic 
construction of the laws of Congress 
stated or refrred to in said bill, will affect 
‘the determination of the rights claimed by 
the people of the State of Iilinois for the Fe- 
lief asked for in their bill.

Another chapter was added to the Foley 
bond forfeiture case in the Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction Saturday. The case was 
continued again until Nov. 26. 

This case is full of interesting facts. Four

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—After reading the 
dispatches from Washington concerning 
the .proposed change in the government of 
Cuba, Brigadier-General William Ludlow, 


Military Governor of ‘Havana, said ‘the 
news did not surprise him. ‘Assuming 
that the government really proposes a 
change Substantially as set forth,” said the 
General, “the change would not in my 
‘judgment be so radical as might at first 
be thought. Hence, I should not regard 
the change stated to be proposed as a 
long step*toward the establishment of a 
purely native government, followed by (ihe 
absolute withdrawal of the United States 
from all active participation in Cuban af- 
fairs. The paramount obligation which 
rests upon the Government of the United 
States—to itself, to Cuba and to the 
World—is to see that peace and order exist

WASHNGTON, Nov, 11.—The President 
has finally determined to take another step 
forward in his policy of imperjalism. He 
will, at an early date appoint civil Gover- 
nors for Cuba and Porto Rico. Thelr au- 
thority will be supreme. These Governors 
will be under the direct supervision of the 
Secretary of War. 

A Cabinet officer said to the 
Patch correspondent: 

“For several weeks 
been puzzled as to how civil governors 

could be appointed while the islands in 
“Question are still under military occupation. 
Such appointments under ordinary rules 
must first be authorized by Congress. But 
Attorney-General Griggs, after careful con- 
sideration, has decided that the President 
as Commander-in-Chief of the Army, and 
not as Pres‘dent, could make appointments 
of civil governors without legislation by 
Congress. He thus holds that the President 
exercises absolute control over territory 
held through military occupation, and that 
none of his acts regarding such terr‘tory 
can be called in question so long as they 
are not made in his purely civil capacity 
as President. 

“The President has accepted this inter- 
pretation. He will make the appointments 
of Civil Governors and will change ma- 
terially his reconimendations to Congress 
in his forthcoming anr.ual message. 

“The President will intimate in his mes- 
sage that no legislation regarding Cuba 
and Porto Rico ts expected from the Fifty- 
aixth Congress. He will probably, however, 
suxgest that Congressional Committees be 
sent to Cuba, Porto Rico and the Phili- 
ppines to investigate the condition of af- 
fairs and make report to Congress, so that 
that body at the following session may be

PHILADBHLPHIA, Nov. 11.—Former Sen- 
ator George F. Edmphnds expresses the 
opinion that as the Senate ratified the 
treaty with Spain, and “thereby the United 
States became the sovereign power over 
the Philippine Islands, the situation must 
be dealt with as it is, and not as we might 
wish it should be. 

“The United States,”” Mr. Edmunds says, 

iS responsible as a sovereign to all other 
nations for the security of their subjects, 
and in respect to all internationad rights. 


“But it is entirely consistent with.tne 
right and duty of Congress to determine 
whether it will compel these people of the 
islands to be our subjects or citizens: or

LOOSE FROM ROCKEFELLER. 


ITS OWN ORE. 


Twenty-Five Millions to Be Spent at 
Once in Establishing a Line of 
Steamers on the Lakes. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—-Andrew Carnegie 
said to-day to a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch: 

“If anything is done in the way of re- 
organizing the Carnegie Steel Co .(Limited) 
will not be definitely accomplished be- 
the first ‘of the year. 

The option figure on Mr. Carnegie’s hold- 
ings is $125,000,000. It is announced that Mr. 
Carnegie and his associates will spend $25,- 
000,000 at once in building a fleet of vessels 
to transport their own ore on the Great 
to their own railroad. When this 
plan is carried out the Carnegie Steel Co. 
(Limited) will be entirely independent of 
John D. Rockefeller. 

Mr. Rockefeller first got into a railroad 
tapping the mines of the Mesaba Range 
in the Lake Superior region. To support 
and develop this investment he next put 
capital into the Mesaba mines. To support 
and develop the second investment he then 
put capital into ships to carry the ore from 
his mines to his railroads. 

The Carneg.e Steel Co. (Limited) has 
been Mr. Rockefeller’s best customer. Now 
that the Carnegie syndicate is following in 
Mr. Rockefeller’s footsteps by controlling 
railroads and mines and vessels, an inter- 
esting question pops up to perplex Wall 
street: ‘‘Will Mr

A writer in the Sunday Post-Dispatch remarks that “a few 
John Hays and Joseph Choates do a world of good towards 
establishing an appreciation of American humor at the Court 
of St. James.” 

They do much more. As soon as men begin to appreciate 
each other's jokes they begin to appreciate one another. 
Jokes make gov social cement, often clearing away misun- 
dGerstandings and binding friendship. 

The American Ambassadors and Ministers have commonly 
been men of the world, and several of those who have repre- 
sented the United States at the Court of St. James were 
famous humorists. Lowell charmed the stolid Britishers, 
and it is due in considerable degree to his influence that 
Americans are so much the fashion in London. Mr. Hay 
continued alonz the same lines and Mr. Choate ably sus- 
tains the tradition. It is good work—better perhaps than a 
peace conference.

AS TO SLATE-MAKING. 


Commenting upon the reported conferences between Gov.

It is easy to fix machine politicians, but difficult to fix 
the voters. When candidates are nominated by primaries a 
few politicians in caucus cennot fix up and carry through a 
slate. The votes cannot be counted in advance of the bal- 
loting and the result arranged hy deals and trades.
